A DAY OF PRUNING.

Durine the last two years we have frequently been asked, by Presidents of 
Conferences and Districts, what they were to do with members who are 
spiritually dead, and we have invatiably said, “teach them the value of the 
principles of the Gospel, and persuade them to live their religion and do the 
‘will of God, then they will grow in grace and in the knowledge of God.“ We 
presume this has been the palicy of our predecessors. 

A few days ago we were visited by a number of the brethren, who are Pre- 
sidents-of Gonferenees; they came to see some of their flock start on the 
journey to Zion, by the S'S. Wisconan. In course of conversation, some 
complained of the good for-nothing character of a few members in their 
respective districts. Now, we believe in saving to the uttermost, and always 
encourage our fellow-laborers to patience and long-suffering, telling them it 
is far better to save than destroy, that it is easy to out any one off from the 
privileges of the Church, but more satisfactory to persuade men to live honest 
dives, and incite to righteousness and good works. So we plead for these 
backward ones, ang: Many of them are scattered and far from meeting 
places, deprived of oppostunities for taking the Sacrament and associating 
with those of like faith and hope, having to contend with a spirit opposed to 
the Gospel, they could hardly be expected to be so bright and faithful as 
they who are more favored and in closer proximity to regular meetings.”

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asked similar questions— What are we to do with useless members?’ and 
the answer was much about the same as we have given. Bat now we feel 
that à careful, judicious pruning of the Branches will be beneficial to the 
Church. It is very difficult to revive interest where the Holy Spirit has 
departed. So long as a member has the light, that can only be given of God, 
there is some hope for him, even if he should have weaknesses that are not 
sins, but rather lack of faith and energy to walk in the strait and narrow 
way that leads to life everlasting. We always advocate to err on the side of 
mercy. We all need mercy and, as we wish to obtain it, we should be merci- 
ful to others, We must not expect too much from others, even if we are 
strong ourselves. There is good in everyone, and we should try to aid them 
in developing that good. Man is not only a dual being, having spirit and 
body, but there are also two opposing dispositions in him; when he is pleased 
and in good humor, one would think he is a most excellent being, but to see 
him when crossed and anything but pleased, we would scarcely recognize the 
same identity. 

It is very difficult to judge men as to their real, native worth. Physical 
debility, a poor digestion, and the many other ills that men are heir to, tend 
to make them very much misunderstood. This battle of life, this state of 
probation we are passing through, is a stern reality. Then the erroneous 
course of living, in eating and drinking, sins against nature and their effects 
upon the intelligence livingin the body—the spirit—caused by the unnatural 
action upon heart and brain of these improper habits, also the use of tobacco 
and other deleterious indulgencies, all have a tendency to depress the feelings 
and destroy the cheerfulness that would exist if circumstances, diet and per- 
sonal conduct conformed more to the laws of nature. 

We have also to take into consideration the disappointments, drudgery, 
and discouraging circumstances which those called to be Saints are subjected 
to. “The poor have the Gospel preached to them,” and it has pleased our 
heavenly Father to call to His aid, in the establishment of His kingdom on 
the earth, those who earn their bread by the sweat of their brow, the workers 
among mankind; consequently, not many wise men after the flesh, not many 
mighty, not many noble are called, but the weak things, therefore we should 
not expect too much, but exercise charity. If God has favored any above 
their brethren in birth, education or ability, let those advantages be used to 
the glory of God, and the possessors kindly help to strengthen the weak, and 
by words of encouragement awaken hope and faith in God, to obtain deliver- 
ance from all earthly ills; pointing to the value of our Gospel principles to 
elevate humanity mentally, physically, financially and spiritually. 

We say this much to you who have the right to prune: We are in favor of 
persuasion, patience, kindness, long-suffering and charity. The Saints are 
God’s heritage. In the dispensations of His providence He has brought 
them into His fold, for a wise purpose in Himself, and it is the duty of all 
whom He has placed as overseers to carefully nurture them with the Word of 
God, and to counsel and advise as it shall be given of the Holy Ghost. We 
want the pruning confined to the dead branches only, or to those who have 
forfeited their standing through transgression and wickedness. It would 
not be right for us to fellowship the murderer, adulterer, thief or drunkard,

but it must be proved they are such. The Saints it is presumed, have 
repented of their sins, turned from them and reformed, ceased to do evil and 
become spiritually minded, or they W have not understood the peinel- 
ples of the Gospel. 

There is a proper way to excommunicate persons who should 50 cut. off 
‘from the Church, and this must be strictly complied with. The parties must 
be properly visited, advised, warned, and dealt with according to the statutes 
in the Book of Doctrine and Covenants. Never do anything in haste, but 
give proper time and warning. It is a serious thing to excommunicate any- 
one from the Church, and it should only be done as a last resort. They 
should be suspended from all the rights and privileges of the holy Sacrament, 
when there is any contention, fault-finding, false accusation, gossiping, or any 
other conduct that would prohibit them from partaking of that sacred ordi- 
nance. Wrongs must be made right; peace, unity and brotherly love must 
‘be preserved. Wrong doing cannot be fellowshipped. We are required to be 
the salt of the earth, and set a good example. To do wrong is to bring a 
‘reproach upon the body we represent, and when wrongs are not dealt with 
they cause confusion and disunion in the Branches of the Church, where 
peace, harmony and brotherly love should reign. We cannot expect God will 
draw His sheep into a Branch ef the Church where there is confusion, dis- 
union, fault-finding, or anything of a nature to hurt or destroy those who 
ars young and tender in the Gospel, and who naturally look for the fruits 
of righteousness. No such wickedness should be permitted. Those causing 
it should be promptly suspended, and, if they will not repent, be severed 
from the Church, so that peace and unity may be maintained. Christ said: 
Learn of me; for I am meek and lowly in heart.“ We must become Christ- 
like if we expect to enter the kingdom of God, or inherit the earth. Our 
Savior said: Blessed are the meek: for they shall inherit the earth; and 
we are told in the Scriptures that “rebellion is as the sin of witchcraft, and 
stubbornness is as iniquity and idolatry.” Therefore, whenever a spirit is 
‘manifested that would lead to confusion or disunion, it should be promptly 
checked, to preserve the peace, good order and unity so necessary for the 
prosperity of the work of God. Our strength is not in numbers, but in the 
righteousness of the members. Like cleaves to like, and the greatest attrac- 
tion in our meetings is the brotherly love, unity and good fellowship that the 
Holy Ghost inspires. Weed out iniquity; wisely trim up your Branches, 
‘and the work of God will prosper, and He will add to His Church those who 
are ordained to eternal life. We hope our fellow-laborers will understand 
in this labor as in all others.

FACTS AND EVENTS.

There is an alarming increase in the price of bread in England; the ordinary Ab. loaf 
sells now at gd. and there is a probability of further advance. 

A great monopoly has recently been created in England by the combination of salt 
manufacturers, forming a syndicate for the express purpose of advancing the price of 
that indispensable article. Already the price of salt has increased from one-third to one- 
half above previous prevailing figures. 

. There is great discontent manifest in Wales because the people are compelled to pay 
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tithes for the support.of the Church of England. A veryismall minority in that Prindi- 
pality belong to the Established Church, consequently the bulk of the people feel that 
it is an act of oppression to compel them to assist in its maintenance. 

A working man, by ringing the changes on oatmeal and milk, maize, peas and beans, 
rice and macaroni (which is made from oérn), to which may be added cheese occasionally, 
may bring up his children as well nourished as those of the richest people, and at a small 
cost. Vegetable soups should be added to this list and used frequently. 


Dr. Julius Pohlman thinks the reason why our teeth decay so fast is because we do 
not use them enough, and like other organs that are not exercised, they tend to atrophy. 
Our teeth become weak because unused to hard work. The author warns mothers and 
nurses not to give the children soft food if they would have them have good tecth—in 
other words, make them eat their crusta. 

A very serious strike has occurred in the coal trade. This, coming us it does at the 
beginning of winter, is a very serious affair, because it will be the means of raising the 
price of fuel both for household and manufacturing purposes. The greater part of the 
suffering will fall on the miners themselves and their families, who, during the most 
trying part of the year, will have little or nothing to sustain themselves upon. 


The City ef Paris was launched on the river Clyde on the 23rd inst. This enormous 
vessel is similar in every respect to the City of New York, and both have been built for 
the Inman Company, with a view to making the trip from Liverpool to New York within 
six days. The gross tonnage of each is 10,500, the length being 560 feet, breadth 63} feet, 
and depth 42 feet. Accommodation has been provided for 1,000 people. In the internal 
arrangements there are several interesting features, including an immense dome in the 
dining saloon, and complete suites of rooms for families. The vessel is divided by a large 
number of water-tight bulkheads, without doors, to minimise danger from collisions. The 
engines are of the three crank triple expansion type, and.are fed from nine boilers with 
seventy-two furnaces. The horse-power to be developed is 18,000.

It appeare 
a legal guardian is one duly appointed 
by a court of competent jurisdiction, 
and is recognized as such only on pro- 
duction of the proper legal papers. 
The officials at Castle Garden were 
very bitter, and would allow none of 
us to offer any explanations nor to 
say a single word. On their affidavits 
the collector ordered that the persons 
be detained.

cording to the New York World :— 
“There was a lee Egl 
with a family of five. He is hoary an 
wrinkled, and is fifty-five years old. 
He says he has been a Mormon for 
twenty-three years. His wife is as 
old as he. One son, twenty-nine years 
old, is an imbecile, not larger than a 
ten-year old boy. They were bound 
for Idaho, where they have relatives, 
but they will probably be returned to 
Switzerland.” | 
The only reason urged for the de- 
tention of this family was the presence 
of the poor imbecile son. But the 
Swiss, as stated by the Mail and Fz- 
press, had tickets for himself and 
family to Idaho, and $31 
70c in cash. Thus there was no ex- 
cuse for holding them under the law, 
as they were not “ pauper emigrants 
in any sense of the term. And this is 
one of the cases of “ new Mormons ” 
is it? A “new Mormon” of twenty- 
three years’ standing! Another of 
detained is Mrs. Christine Patterson, 
who has been in the Church many 
years, and was guilty of being “ fifty- 
three years of age and having with 
her two innocent grand - children.“

(Summarised from Territorial Papers. ) 


The mountains of Utah are beginning to don the mantle of snow, which 
usually envelopes them for six months or more yearly. 


The Supreme Court of the State of Nevada has decided that any anti- 
Mormon test oath is unconstitutional. Good for Nevada. 


Peaches measuring ten to eleven inches in circumference, and weighing 
eight to nine ounces each, are not uncommon in Utah orchards. 


The Home Dramatic Club, of Salt Lake City, rendered splendid perform- 
ances in the Theatre, several nights during the Conference week. 


The company of emigrants that left Liverpool on September 15th, in charge 
of Elder W. G. Phillips, duly arrived at Salt Lake City on October 2nd. 


Samuel C. Pratt, a son of the late Apostle Orson Pratt, met with a shocking | 
accident at a place called Hot Springs, Nevada. He slipped into a boiling 
spring, and was literally scalded to death. 


The Temple block and buildings thereon, also the tithing offices, President’s 
house, and Historian’s offices, are now sought to be recovered from the United 
States Receiver; a suit for that purpose having been instituted in the Supreme 
Court of Utah Territory, on October 6th, by the trustees. > 

Two of the five gentlemen who constitute the useless and expensive body 
known as the Utah Commissioners, have boldly declared a difference of 
opinion from the other three, that does them credit. Among other good 
things they say: Punish criminal actions ; but religious creevs, never.” 

The Territorial Fair, held in Salt Lake City during the four days ending 
October 6th, was highly successful as an exposition of what has been done to 
develop the extensive resources of Utah, and showing, to some extent, what 
is yet capable of accomplishment.
